It may require several months to ef- 
fect the consolidation and to place the 
lines on the new operating basis. There 
are many preliminaries before the na- 
tionalization can be completed. 

The press of Mexico is a unit in fa- 
voring the merger, and the leading pa- 
pers of the capital agree with Sefior 
Limantour that the obligation of the 
government will really be nominal and 
that with the continued growth of the 
country and prosperity, the result will 
show that by a simple guarantee Mex- 
ico has acquired a half interest in 
the Mexican sCentral Ralilread.

“It is his duty to declare with what 
party he affiliates.

FURNISH FIGHTERS. 

Chinese Tongs Preparing for Se-— 
rious Outbreak, and Threatened 
erchants Keep Off the Streets in 
he Oriental Quarter—Bulleting and 

pies Out. 


Eight men from the Hop Sing Tong 
of San Francisco were smuggled into 
Los Angeles early yesterday morning. 
te aid in case of war in Chinatown be- 
tween the forces of the Bin Ong and 
the Bing Goon tongs, on the one hand, 
and the local division of the Hop Sings 
on the other. 

Twenty more reliable hatchet men 
from Oregon are on the way to Los 
Angeles for the same purpose, and the 
vigilance of the police has been re- 
doubled. Yesterday Chinatown was 
alive With the news of secret sessions 
of the several tongs. On every street 
the bulletins from the tong headquar- 
ters were carefully posted. On “gam- 
bling row” several score of the fight- 
ing element lounged about and dis- 
cussed the probability of a war in 
whispers. The merchants whose lives 
havel been threatened did not 
on the street. 

Despite the fact that members. of the 
three tongs named are déclaring that 
those tongs alone are fighting. there 
is an impression that the war, if ff 
comes, will Involve all the jiecal Chi- 
ncse organizations. Every tong in the 
city is iff a state of agitation and not 
a few Chinamen are ieaying the City, 
The merchants do not dare to aid the 
police, for a spy is kept on watch near 
the Police Station and it would be as 
much as a merchant's life is worth 
to attempt to communicate with the 
officers. 

The Gong Jue Society, which controls 

the big temple in Chinatown, is said 
to be among ‘the organizations marked 
for discipline by the Hop Sings. 
' George Lem, a wealthy merchant 
anc president of the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce, is one of the directors 
of this society. and his life has n 
threatened. Several other members of 
the society who have been warned of 
their danger have deserted Chinatown 
and are living in lodging-houses in 
other parts of the city. 

Yesterday morning the spies of the 
Bing Goon Tong received word that 


at Tropico. They hurried out to the 
country. At the Southern Pacific sta- 
tlon in Tropico they saw eight China- 
men leave the morning train from San 
Francisco, The men were all recog- 
nized as hatchet men. According to 
the reports of the spies, they were met 
at the station by Charlie Sing, a prom- 
inent member of the Hop Sing Tong, 
whose life has been threatened. He 
put the men in a wagon and drove 
them to the outskirts of Los Angelea, 
it is said. 

Several Chinese merchants yesterday 
stated that a certain police officer of 
the Chinatown squad ts in the pay of 
the Hop Sing Tong and wears a badge 
bearing the emblem of that soctety. 

Yesterday Lee Ong Him, the alleged 
hiehbinder who is accused of having 
shot and seriously wounded Chan Mon, 
treasurer of the Hop Sing Company, 
Saturday night, 
tiee Frederickson's court. His ball was 
fixed at $5000, and he was returned to 
jail to await a preliminary e¢xamina- 
tion. 

Many Chinamen are of the opinion 
that Lee Ong Him is not the man who 
did the ;shooting, but that he fs not 
making a very hard fight to prove his 
Innocence because he wants to give 
the guilty person a chance to escape. 
Another supposed highbinder, who 
was arrested Monday on a charge of 
carrying a concealed weapon, was ar- 
raigned. yesterday in the Police Court 
and held for trial.

Hartmann had neglected to obey the 
order of the court, given in February.

A" NEW MAYOR FOR SAN FRAN. 
CISCO. 

Messrs. Spreckels,:Heney and Lang- 
don have announced their choice for 
Mayor ' cf San Francisco. Another 
swing of the big stick, and the Super- 
visors did as they were told. The new 
Mayor is Dr. Edward R. Taylor, dean 
of Hastings Law College and dean of 
Cooper Medical College, a man _ of 
parts, of State reputation as an edu- 
cator, having no preparation for the 
civic duties he is to take upon himself 
and probably somewhat of a theorist. 
/That Dr. Taylor is infinitely more fit 
for Mayor than Boodler Gallagher or 
Boodlier Boxton, whom he follows in 
line, goes without saying. San Fran- 
cisco may hbpe for good things from 
him. We doubt if he can be “used. es 
If he stands up for.fair play, for equal 
rights, for an even-handed enforce- | 
ment of law and a visitation , of 
justice upon all the guilty, high or 
low, he will have proven the man for 
the place. 

So far so good. Now let the sechud 
promise of the Spreckels prosecutors 
be carried out. There has been as- 
surance that the yellow-dog Super- 
visors, the self-confessed criminals, 
would be removed from office. It is 
| disgraceful that they were not cast 
out long ago. The sooner they quit 
_the seats they have polluted the bet- 
ter. Morover, if they. have not been 
| completely sheltered by immunity 
contracts, they should be punished. 
They are as guilty as Schmitz or 
Ruef and should receive the same 
| brand of justice. At the eleventh 
hour Messrs. Spreckels and Heney 
| and Langdon appear to be waking up. 
Some of .their mistakes, however, 
they probably cannot undo. The 
Times, at any rate, congratulates San 
Francisco on at dast having a clean, 
high-minded Mayor—who is not at- 
ceptable to the labor-union bosses. 


HE MAN AND THE DEMAGOGUE. 
Gov. Hughes of New York some 
time ago vetoed the 2-cent a mile rate 
made by the Legislature, to be charged 
by railroads for passenger service. W. 
J. Bryan condemns this action of the 
Governor, as might be expected. 
We do not intend to go into the 
merits of the case at this time, but 
desire attention to the reason given 
by Mr. ‘Bryan for his objection. He 
says the Governor “simply gave the 
benefit of the doubt to the railroads.” 
Those who have followed the course 
of Gov. Hughes since his induction 
into office will, we think, concede that 
he is conscientious, He is no man’s 
man, but belongs to the people in so 
far as his official acts go. He be- 
plongs to all the people, not to any: 
portion of them: The owners of rail- 
road stocks are part of the people and 
a very large part of them. Mr. Bryan 
speaks of “the railroads” and _ con- 
veys the idea that these properties be- 
long to a few multimillionaires. Gov. 
Hughes is a practical man with an 
eye to facts. He knows the railroads 
belong to stockholders numbered by 
hundreds of thousands. To the mind | 
of the Governor of New York these 
people, being a part of.all the people, 
have the same rights which any other 
people have. He may have concluded 
that on positive evidence the 2-cent a 
mile rate would be in a way confisca- 
tion of the property under existing 
conditions. At the lowest estimate of 
his motives put on them by Mr. Bryan 
the Governor had doubts as to the 
justice of this policy. In any case his 
course was the act of a just man in- 
tent on doing right by all the people. 
Mr. Bryan thinks differently, if he 
thinks at all. He expresses a dissent- 
ing view at least about giving the 
benefit of the doubt to the holders of 
railroad stocks. If there were reason- 
able Joubt as to the justice of this 
law, why not give the accused the 
benefit of the doubt? The railroad 
people were, in a way, charged with 
dishonesty, with extortion. The charge 
was that the fares now in effect are 
exorbitant. The representatives of 
the people in the Legislature took the 
view entertained by that portion of 
their constituents who are not owners 
of railroad shares and passed the law.

ARRANGEMENTS. FOR “FACTORY 
CONCLUDED. 


Australian and Man from An- 
geleg Are the Ones Chiefly inter- 
ested in the Enterprise—Claim to 
Have Process for Extracting Un- 
usually Large Proportion of Oil. 


SANTA ANA, July i6.—The Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
has about completed arrangements for 
another factory here, the fourth prom- 
ised within the last four or five weeks. 
The latest is an olive oil factory and 
the firm behind it ig the French Amer- 
lean Olive and Fruit Company, incor- 
porated in Los Angeles on July 2. The 
two men most interested in the fac- 
tory are Peter E. Maggini of Australia 
and Ira Van Maren of Los Angeles. 
There are 500 acres of olive trees in 
this county. Maggini has a patented 
process by which he extracts forty- 
}eight gallons of oil from a ton of 
olives, the. process now in use here 
bringing only ,about twenty-five’ gal- 
lons. Attarney Victor Montgomery, 
who has one of the finest olive orchards 
in the State, is working with the new 
firm. His trees have produced three 
tons of olives per acre. From by- 
products it is proposed to make table 
Sauces and castile soap. The seeds 
will.be utilized for sauces.

Will Strive to Learn from the Red 

Men the Location of Mines Where 
- They Get the Vellow Metal—Under- 
taking a Difficult One Becaues ings 
Native Shyness.

SPOKANE (Wash.) July 13.—Garbed 
and living like members of the Nez 
Perce tribe in the Clearwater coun- 
try, soyth of Spokane, Herbert Jeveph 
Spinden, assistant professor of an-

The Nez Perces have been the daioat 
difficult tribe of the anthropologists to 
study on account of their shy man- 
ner, and their traditions from time im- 
memorial are carefully cherished by 
them, and little information can be 
gained from them.

Nez Perces were among the most in- 
telligent of the Pacific Coast tribes. 
Their native language was one of the 
most complete of all the Indian races 
of the Pacific Coast. They had good 
government and a complete code of 
criminal laws, They were a brave peo- 
ple with remarkable military genius. 
as was Shown in the war of 1877, when 
under the leadership of Chief Joseph 
and Looking Glass, they defied the 
United States government, and for 
many months fought and evaded the 
government troops under Gen. O. O. 
Howard. Since then the Indians have 
been induced to take individual farms, 
and no longer roam the central part 


of Idaho, and the rest of their reser- 


vation has been opened to white set- 


tiement, where there are thousands of 


prosperous farmers. 
Dr. Spalding arrived in 1836, and 
a year later had 100 Indian pupils 


learning the English language and the 


gospel of Christ. He had a great house 
with many rooms and thirteen fire- 
places, built with the assistance of the 
Indians. In 1838 he and the reds 
raised 2000 bushels of potatoes for his 
own use. A year later the school had 
increased to 150 -children and 150 
adults, and he had the satisfaction of 
seeing two Indian men join his church. 
Then came the printing © press and 
equipments, valued at $450, the first 
in the Pacific Northwest, and Dr. 
Spalding issued in the Nez Perce lan- 
guage the first book printed west of 
the Rocky Mountains. Two years later 
he had more than 1000 members of the 
tribe in the school, and mapy joined 
his church. He also byilt a sf#wmill and 
eristmill. 

Dr. Spalding’s work lives. ‘During all 
these years the Presbyterians’ have 
maintained their missions, doing he- 
roic work. So effectual were their la- 
that many of the tribe refused 
to follow Chief Joseph in his wars, but 
remained friendly to the missionaries 
‘and the white people. The cause of 
the church has steadily gained ground 
and during the last. few months a
